Dwelling ill roiiiotc iiiouiitiiinuiis regions nut often visited by the 
sporisinan, tlie Dusky Grouse is not yet a well-known bird, and it will 
be well to indie.'ttc its uliaractoi'S. It is very large; larger tlian any 
of onr Grouse, excepting tbe great Sago Uoek, and sonic speeiinens 
are little inferior in size to an average bird of this species. Jt is dark 
colored; tile tail is brownisb-black, more or less marked with gray, 
and wiili a broad slate-gray lerininal bar (obaraeters not seen in any 
otlier siiecies). The back and wing are dark brown, linely waved in 
zigzag witb slate-gray, mixed with more or less oclirey-brown and 
some wliite on tbe scapnlaries. I.ong featbcrs of tbe sides similar to 
tbe back; Ollier under parts a line bliieisb-gr.ay or ligbt slate-color 
(mncb like tbe tail-bar), variegated witli wliitc, especially on tbe 
lower belly and under tail-covei-ts. t'beeks black; Ibroat sharply 
speckled witb black and wbite. Legs featbered to tlie toes; tbe ns- 
nal warty, colored strip of skin over tbe eye. Female mncb smaller 
and ligliter coloreil, being more extensively variegated witli tawny 
and white, but showing the distinctive slate-gray on tbe under parts 
and at Ibe ,md of tbe tail, l.englii. 18 to 2-1 inches; wing, 8 to 10; 
tail. 7 to 8; extent of wings, aboni .‘iO. 

Tbe eggs of tlie Dusky (!ronse. tliongli slia|ied mneli like those of 
tile < ■anada Grouse, are rather more elongale, and. of eom-se, iniicli 
larger. Two specimens measure, respectively. 2.0.‘i liy I.•16. and 2.00 
by l.aO. exliibiiing tlie usual range of variation in sbaiH-. Tliey are 
paler and mure creamy in groimd-color tlian lliose of T. caiiadenaia 
nsnally are, and are Hnely speckled all over witli cbocolate-brown. In 
most spi'clniens tliese markings are mere dots everywhere; a pattern 
tliat sometimes yields to larger spots, tboiigb scarcely to such Ixdil 
splashes as are freipiently seen in tlie eggs ot eaiiadeniiiii. The range 
of variation is like that seen in Pedieecetea, but is pushed to wider 
limits. 

set of eight eggs of var. ricAnrd»«?u'taken by Jlr, Trook, June 
23d. 18li0. on Clarke’s Fork at tlie lieadwatcrs of tlie .Missouri, are not- 
ably smaller than any examples of true obacurtia eggs wliicli liavc 
come under onr notici*, measiiring only about l.T.I by l.2.'i; they are 
also paler and more miiintely and 5pars4'’ly dotted. It is not |irobablc. 
however, that these distinctions would liold tbroiigli a large series. 
Tbe nest wliicb contained these eggs was built on the ground, bcneutli 
a wild-clierry biisli. 

For an aceuunt of the habits of this large and very iiresentable game 
birds I miiit refer to otlier antliurs, having never yet seen it alive. 
Onr iirlncipal authorities are I>rs. t!ooper and Siickley. wlio. apparent¬ 
ly. enjoyed excellent ujiportimities of observation. Tlie last named 
writes as follows in tbe work above cited: 

"This bird, called generally In Oregon the Itiue Grouse, and also 
known as the I'ine Grou.se. Dusky (Jronse, Ac., 1 met, for tbe first 
lime, when our exploring |tarty reached tlie main cliain of tlie Rocky 
>Ionn ains, wliere we found it exceedingly abninbint, Imt not more so 
than in tlie Kliie Moimtains of Oregon. Cascade Mninitains, and in all 
tlie timbered country between tlie last-mentioned range and the F:i- 
cilieco.ast. In tbe autuinii. about Xoveniljcr l.'>. they generally dlsa|i- 
jiear. and it is rare, indeed, to sec a single individual of tbe species 
during the interval between tliat period .and about March 20 of the 
following year. Concerning the whereabouts of this bird during 
winter, there are many opinion.s among tlie .settlers. Some maintain 
that tbe species is migratory, and that they retire to tbe South, while 
others say that they repair to tlie tops of the bigbe.si evergreen trees, 
wliere. in the thickest foliage of tbe branches, they p.vs tbe cold sea- 
.son in astute of .semi-tor|H)r, rarely or never de.'iHMiding until warm 
weather comes on. .\s they subsist well on the le.aves of tbe eonifo- 
ne. and can always obtain siilllcient water Ironi the snow and rain- 
dro|)s on the leaves to supjily their necessities. 1 liave but little doubt 
that this l.Htter is the correct account, or that, if migratory, they arc 
tint partially so. 1 saw one bird of this species on the ground during 
a fall of snow in January, near tbe Xisfjnally River. Wa.sliington 
River; and I iliave Ix-en told tliat a man, near Olympia, whose eye¬ 
sight is excellent, is able any day during winter to obtain several 
birds by searching carefully for them in tbe tops of the tallest and 
most tliickly-leavcd firs. This reipiires eye-sight of niiicli greater 
power than inost men po.ssess. Even in tbe summer, when these birds 
are gener.ally lower in the tree.', it is very dllllcnlt to find them among 
tbe den.se branches. Tliey have, in addition to their sombre lines, tbe 
advantage of their habit of crowding very clo.sely to tbe limbs, and 
of sitting almost immovably for lioiirs. 

‘•Tbe. flrst indication in tbe .spring of their arrivalor activity? is 
the coiirting-call of the male. This is a prolonged noise, .sounding 
much like the whirr of a rattan-cane whirled rapidly through tbe air. 
It Is repeated quickly several times, and then stops abruptly for a 


brief interval. This noise is said to be produced by inllating and 
contracting a sac on each side of the throat, which Is for the most 
part concealed when cullap.scd, and is covered with an orange.yellow, 
thick, corrugated, unfeathered skin. These birds, at Fort Steilacooiii, 
are very abundant tlirongbout the spring and early summer. Tliey 
are there mostly confined to the forests of Hr-trees lAbiea douylnaii). 
Late In the season, after hatching, they may be found generally at 
midday on the ground in search of berries, seeds, Ac. When alarmed, 
they almost invariably seek safety In the dense foliage of tlie trees, 
instinctively ap|>earing to understand the advantage of thus biding. 
In tlie autumn tliey are more generally found on tbe ground feciliiig 
oil sallal and other berries. One day in Uctotier, IS.Mi, 1 saw on tlic 
X'i.sqnally plains, among fern and grass, live of these birds, full grown 
and ill excellent order. A man killed the whole five, one by one, willi 
a double-barreled gun, witlioiit an atte.m|>t being made by a single, in¬ 
dividual to fly. Tills Grouse is a very fine table bird; tlie little ilasb 
of pine taate Its fiesli possesses, only adding to itu game flavor. I 
have known males, in June, weighing three and a Indf poiinds, altbo' 
they rarely exceeil two and threc-foiirtbs pounds. They are tlien eas¬ 
ily killed on the wing, and are excellent for tlie table." 

Ill the same work Dr. Cooper remarks tliat the lllne Grouse is com¬ 
mon ill most of tlie forests of the Territory, tlioiigb less so near the 
coast, and contimies: “As it rarely aiipcars on the opmi jtrairie, it i- 
dillicult to find, if, as usual, it alights on a tree. So jierfeclly niotlon- 
le.ss does it sit, that llioiigli one may lie looking straiglit at it, be will 
proliably mistake it fur a knot or a liimcli of leaves. • • ♦ • 

During May near tbe coast, and until August in tbe iiiouiitains, tlie 
low looting of this tirou.se is beard everywhere, sounding sonietbing 
like tlie cooing of a pigeon, and in tlie same ilcep lone as the drnm- 
niing of a Rnllled Grouse. It has the power of vontriltapiism, so tliat 
Willie tbe bird may be sitting in a tree overbeiul. tlie .sound seems to 
come from places quite distant. I liave not seen tlie nest or egg.-, lait 
in June flocks of lialf grown young arc murdered by tlie Indians near 
I’liget Sound. In winter tliey are so rarely seen west of tbe inoiiii- 
tains, tliat the people tliink tliey must keep entirely in tlie tree.s. In 
October, 1853. I saw, however, a Hock running tliroiigb the snow, near 
tlie Mpokaiie plains, and one of tiicni was shot; but I have never seen 
tlieiii since then in tlie winter."

MALFORMATION OF FISH EMBRYOS. 

Fish culturists, especially those who have to deal with the various spe¬ 
cies of the aalmuniaw, are fre(|ucutly struck with the numerous cii.scs of 
malforiiiation iu tlie embryos hatched out by tbcni; these sometimes con¬ 
stituting a marked percentage of the whole number, resulting, it is sup- 
(losed, froiii too great rapidity of development, or some oilier at present 
unknown agency. In some instances the percentage is so large, as mater¬ 
ially to eficct the uuinbur of salable fish produced, us they sooner or later 
succumb iu the struggle fur existence. 

Dr. Knocli, of Aloscow, has lately been studying the nature of nialfur- 
niutious in the trout, sahnou, and wliitefisli, and tliula the must common 
monstrosities to consist in the possession; first, of two heads; second, of a 
double vertebral column and cord; third, of inalfurniatiuns us regard di¬ 
vergence of the body from its axis of length; fourth, of defects of tlic or- 
ans of locomotion; fifth, of unonialics iu the vegetative sphere; sixth, of 
cfccts in the organs of sense. 

It is possible that similar nialforinatioiis occur in equal preportions in 
otlier fishes, hut such of these as come under the cognizance of the student 
are usually so small ns not to be appreciable. Malformatiuns are, indeed, 
quite comninii iu the gold fish and caiqi, particularly the former; and tlie 
Chinese have already developed a number of special rates benriug distiue- 
live names, and cliaracterizcd, among otlier features, by tlie possession of 
an extra number of tails.—Riiraf New Yorker. 


PRAIRIE CHICKENS IN MINNESOTA. 

Wells, Minn., June 16. 

To THE Editou OF THE Field AND Stream: —Some time ago I saw a 
copy of your paper, and though I only got a glance at it, was pleased 
with what I saw, and have been speaking to our sportsmen about getting 
up a club and sending for it. As none of them have seen a copy of it, if 
you will please send me a copy I think I can get several subscrihers, and 
some that will contribute to your columns. 

Here we are in the heart of the wild rice lakes and marshes, where 
abound many varieties of Geese, Duck, Snipe and Curlew. I have liecn 
in several parts of the West, but never saw as great a number and variety 
of Snipe and Plover as there arc here. At the opening of spring the pros* 
pects were good for some fine sport in August on tbe prairie after chickens, 
but 1 am afraid our hopes arc vain, for during the past two weeks we have 
had several severe rain storms, one of twenty-six hours' duration, and I 
am 6f tbe opinion that most of the young chicks were destroyed. 

And fish—our lakes and streams are alive with them. A friend and my¬ 
self are the only sports in that line. They know nothing but the spear. 
Here we have the pickerel, wall or glass-eye Dike, blue bass, yellow perch, 
and some fine ones. And not over half a day’s ride we can follow tlic 
brook for those speckled ones that give such fine sport to the angler.

OlIK KKTUIEVEJK—NO. 1. 

Itolrieviiig is h subject that I liavc stiiilied fur years, liaviiig broken 
uikI bred a great many in iny lime; and now that Kporlsmen are on 
the increase and begin to see tlie value of lincly breil and well broken 
dogs, it is time that sometbing should be said on the importance of 
tlie retrievers. 

The retrieveris the natnrai ally of tlie simrt.sman, and should be made 
his constant companion everywhere when once broken. How any one, 
really and fruly enjoying tlie dog and gun, is without one, can only 
be accounted for by tlie fact that he has never owned or seen a 
good one. rointers and setters retrieving are entii-ely out of ))hice, 
and should never bn allowed to do so, as we thereby teach them two 
things eiilirely inconipiitible one with another, and so lose the op|ior- 
tiniityof having a really su|ierlor dog in either branch. And now 
that lleld-trials are iHicomiiig fif impoiTaiice, this is a point which 
niiist be looked to. especially if we wish to beat the English dogs— 
for the iirineipal reason of their sn|ieriority over their American cous¬ 
ins is. that each is kept to his own legitimate work, which he knows 
and does. 

I was reading a letter in the Anterinan Ijpurtsman tlie other day, 
dated April 8th, signed It., asking Kiiglisli sportsmen what they 
think of a setter who can, in addition to otiu-r points fif excrdleiice, 
retrieve. VVe in Knghind, after two himdred years'experience, do 
not believe in either pointers or sellers retrieving, and It. will fliid 
if lie puts a retrieving pointer or seller against one that has not been 
taught to retrieve, the retrieving one will have no sliow at all unless 
the retrieving one is an unnsunlly good dog and the other an iinusii- 
iilly bad one. lie can easily make tlie ex|ierinient by picking out of a 
litter of leeZi tired <»««« two piipfries, teach one to i-elrieve and tlie 
other not. The latter will beat tne^former badly in everything—for 
where he may lose one bird by tlie one not retrieving he will get half- 
a-dozen more shots throiigli it, and his bag (supposing eipially good 
sport) will lie far heavier on the days he takes out hi.s iion-retricver. 
Theory as well its practice proves it.’ A man who shoots over a brace 
of |Miintei-s or setlei'S onglit to own a retriever both for sport and also 
for pocket, his dogs lieliave much belter, for they know their work 
and do it, liaviiig each only one .sort of work to do; and I am certain 
he will kill more in a day with less trouble to hiiii.self and far mure 
enjoyment, than if he liad three jaiinters or setters, and all of them 
retrievers. 

1 have tiad now seven yeaiV experience in shooling over retrieving 
pointers and setters anil have not seen one r<‘ally good retriever, al¬ 
though the geiitlemeii shooting willi me considered many of them 
splendid ones, for tlie simple reason that they had never seen a really 
lirst-cla.ss trained retriever (1 mean of course of tlio retriever breed)— 
although the very laist retrii’vcr I ever knew in my life was a pure 
Gordon set ter, hut then she had been trained exclusively as a retriever. 

Ketrieving and pointing are two entirely distinct brunches of train¬ 
ing, and entirely opposite ones also; and to train a retriever thor- 
oiigbly requires ten times the anioniit of patience and trunhle than a 
|Miinter; flirlherniore, it takes a retriever at least three seasons to he 
as well up in bis business as a pointer is in one. tVe reipiire a pointcr 
to tiiid the birds for IIS by the jiarticles of siH'iit lloating in tlie air, 
and therefore we require his head up; on the contrary, with a retriever 
we require his head down to trail. Once gel a pointer’s head down 
(which you are very likely to do by allowing him to retrieve) he is in 
England, at leiusl, considered spoilt, and wc re.sort to a piece of wood 
called a " puzzle peg,’’ which goes under his head in order In prevent 
him by any possible means from lowering it. I don’t believe I have 
Seen one single dog ill the last seven years but that reqiiireil it on 
them, and that is becan.se they retrieve. I have many and many a 
time seen really tine dogs trailing birds of a inorniiig by the iiad scent, 
tlicreby wasting perhaps 10 or 15 ininiites of valuable lime, when they 
would (had they never been taught to retrieve; have hunted for them 
with their heads well up, and found them nine times out of ten imme¬ 
diately. Thi.s is one iiistanee where retrieving tends to .spoil a dog, 
or rather, 1 ought to say, really rulii.s him. Another thing, it un- 
steadies them to the drop—fora dog that retrieves will (should he not 
see the bird lireil at) stand and look all round instead of dropping in¬ 
stantly to shot; and, even when be sees it fall, will be inclined to stand 
instead of dropping and wait for the order to retrieve, and uiile.ss his 
master kcc|>s a watcTifiil eye on him will try to steal a step or two 
towards the bird, and finally will begin to run in when a bird falls- 
anil then he is not worth his salt, 1 don’t care however good he may 
otherwise be. 

Again, it makes dogs jealous of one another In the tiehl, whereas 
when you have a retriever they know that i.s his business and they 
keep to theirs, and everything goes merry as a marriage bell if .voli 
are hunting over really well-broken dogs, and if not they will very 


likely become, so if yon are firm and keep a retriever; but if you allow 
them to retrieve they never will. I have tmen shooting now for over 
twenty yeara, and have, shot over as many dillercntly trained dogs as 
anybody ol my age, and never saw a pointer or setter yet, that re.- 
trieved, bill would have been an infiiiitely superior dog if kept wholly 
and solely to his proper work. 

I believe this is one case where the old jiroverb, “ Tlicre is no rule 
without an exception,” is entirely wrong, although it is a very apt 
Illustration of'Mack of all trades, master of none.”

ON THE SOUTH ARKAN.SAS. 

PuKiii.o, Col., .lune 10th, 1874. 

To TiiK Eiiitok ok tiik Fiei.u ani> .Stream I have had the pleas¬ 
ure of reading several of your very valuable paiicrs, and have Is'eii 
much interesteil in some of tlie letters written tiy your corn*spond- 
eiiLs—es|K;cially on Woodcock shooting, as I have shot tliat finest of 
all birds (in my ustiniation) for llfteen years. 

I have hunted in all parts of New England, and in fact from Nova 
Scotia to California, both for large, and small game, and anything re¬ 
lating to dogs, guns or game is interesting to me. As I suppose you 
like short stories best, I shall have hut little to say at this time. 

In October. 1872, I started in com]iaiiy with my old friend and tried 
companion. .1. W. Smitri (belter known as Hunter Smith), for a litlle 
hunt on the South Arkansas. We left the oikui country and traveled 
three days, seeing consitlerable deer sign, both black and white tail, 
but we paid but very little allcntion to it. On the third night we 
camped on ivhat is called lllack Creek. Next day wc started—he up 
the creek and I up the main stream. We |iut in sixteen beaver traps 
and killed a line black-tail buck. Next morning we struck out for 
game, which .seemed to be [ileiity. We traveled iqi the steep moiin- 
tain side till near noon, when wc saw a band of six elk in a small iqicn 
park. Ilmilcr went one way iind I another. I Ihially got a chance 
that suitml mi‘ and shot at a yearling, and almost at the .saimt instant 
1 heard the. crack of the old man’s rilb-. lify elk came down, and I 
thought to have a laugh at lliinler, bid he claiiiied the slud as his, and 
upon examination wc found the two balls had hit within four inches 
of each other ami had made mince meat of his heart and liver. 

We were gone from camji two days, and killed two elk, six black- 
tall, one white-tail and one large mountain cat. When wc weal to 
our traps wc found eleven heaver and one foot, two empty' traps and 
a part of the chain hclonging to the other. Wc camped here Ihri'c 
weeks and killed a large quantity of game, of which I may have more 
to say at some future time. I will say that we caught lifly-Ihrec hea¬ 
ver in the I imi>. 

1 have hunted a good deal in the Rocky Mountains, and, if ,yon wish 
it. will mcasionnlly give you an item'w hich may interest’.some of 
your readers. _ _ Mautin. 

THE GRAYLING. 

To THE Eld riiK OK THE Fiei.p ANI> Stukam:— Iti a laic issue von 
spoke of this tish. and said “it will .«oon have its day." Right! it will, 
and a long one. The discovery ol the grayling in America will make 
a new era in fish culture. 

Here we have a fish equal to the trout in “gameness” and equal or 
not. as individual tastes may decide, for the table, which inhabits the 
clear cold water that the trout lines, and is his equal in beauty, and 
lehich does not cat its yoiiiiy. There are no Cannibal Grayling—they 
are Insect feeders, one look at its one row of teeth which are simply ii 
slight roughness incapable of holding a fish, and its thick heavy stom¬ 
ach fitted for digesting the hard ca.sos of the caddies, will satisfy any 
ob.server of that, there are no teeth either on the tongue or vomer. 
Therefore keis inure valuable to the fish cuUurist than the trout, and 
equally valuable to the angler. Resides, while the introduction of 
those villianous greedy black bass and even pickerel is advoctited, 
surely there is a high place for the grayling. Our slock of game fish 
is extremely limited, and in some places they jirotect pickerel, or the 
pike of Europe (Bsot). 

I kill every young pickerel that I catch; if he is not big enough for 
me to ciil 1 stamp his head as 1 would a water snake, the abominable 
shark 1 the ugly looking glutton! Each pound of his carcass reprc.sents 
a hundred weight of fl.sh destroyed! 

Hut you say ”Mr. Mather is making this fish quite a hobby.” l*cr- 
haps so, and a good one. Fish culture with nic has no relation to 
s|)ort. it mean.s food and dollars, and hero is a fish that combines the 
gaineness of our best fish without their destructivenes.s. 

You say "they oidy grow to one third the size of trout." I saw 
them of two pounds weight, and no doubt there arc larger ones, bill 
that is big enough. The fish is rightly named according to I’rofessor 
Agassiz, Gill, Cope, and Raird. If all there is against them is that 
‘‘they are spring spawners.” and therefore cannot be equal to trout, 

I will say that is neither objection nor argument. 

I wisli I had enough of them to send you a good mess for trial on 
their merits. Fkei> Mather.

All olil saying, tlie trutli of wltifli wo fonld but rcaliy.e in looking 
over tlie recent convention of tlif Illinois State SportsincnV Associit- 
tion in this city. There were giillieicil front all ((tiartcrs of the State 
the reiiresentjitivc sportsmen of their cotintie.s and in listening to the 
remarks of the Honor.ahle Presiilcnt we felt tliat the game and llsh of 
the State had many frieiuls among the best citizens, anil tlnit theij- 
cause had made rapid progress within the last ten years. For a long 
time, in this as well .as other State.*, the pot-hiinters have had it their 
own wav In oiir Helils and waters, tiiitil it h.a.-> hoeomc a tpiestioii what 
will hecomo of oiir game ami li.*h. True, we have had laws. Inti they 
have not heeii enforced, and good citizens who dtisire to see some re¬ 
cognition of the laws by the ma.«.ses have almost hegiiii to despair of 
sna’oss in tlieir laudable efforts for the protection of game. The only 
solution of tlie iiuestion is ori/anued effort on the part of all true 
sportsmen. 

We are glad to note tlie formation of new clubs and State a.ssocia- 
tioiis all over the country, and we see, not far in the future, for the 
game and flsh of America, ampin proteclion throiigh the medium of 
these i^sociatioiis of spurtsinen. 

If these clubs and State as.soeiafions will show to the public hy 
tlieir actions tliiit tlieir first object is the protection of game, anil 
tliat tliey ‘‘ mean buainets,'' wlien they warn hotel and restaurant 
keepers not to serve game .and fish out of season, it will not he long 
until this eontrahand trade will be at an end, for the pot-ltimtei-s kill 
game only when they can fiinl a market for it. 

Moreover, we believe tliat the iiotel and restiuirant proprietors, .as a 
class, will he glad to see the laws enforced. The principal reason that 
they have hitherto'served game out of sea.soii is, wc think, owing to 
the fact that their customers haye dom.antled the “ first birds of the 
season,'’ and if they neglected to secure them tlieir epicurean patrons 
went wliere they could get such “ delicacies." Eaeli one of tlie.se 
public caterers endeavored to be ahead of his iieiglibors, and bonglit 
game out of season because forced to do it by the example set on 
every htiikl. 

Tho p-.dnt we desire to make is very clearly illustrated by the case 


of the propricliii's of the St. Elmo rcstaiiranl Itist week, in wliicli tliey 
were culled iipun by .Insliec llaincs, of this city, to pay a line with 
costs, lor sorvitig woodcock out of season, contrary to {lie staliitc in 
siicli ciise, niailc and provitletl. At the trial of their citse they ailniit- 
Icd that they knew the law, lint that they stiiiposcil It a tleatl letter, 
as it had never lieeii enloreud. although iiiM’iily viohiteil in the past 
liy all the restaurant anti hotel kcciX’fs of the eity. 'I'hey were glail 
to see that it wa.s to he enlorcctl, anil jiromised the peo.secitling wit- 
iieiwess all the tiiil in their power to secure a rigitl eiilbrccmcnt ot the 
law in the liiture. This, we think, is the feeling iiinoiig the iletilcrs 
generally. If they see that Ihiire is a desire on the part of the citi¬ 
zens to enforce the Jaw irnpartinlly, they are willing, almost to a man. 
to aid in the |irosecntioii of ollcndcrs. 

Wc are glad to note that the Illinois Stale Sporlsmcn's A.ssocialion 
is moving in tliis matter, and tliat limy intend to secure tihcdience to 
the laws at all hazards. This is t/ir object for which the Associathni 
was organi/.ctl. and it will, wc believe, be faitlifnlly earrletl out hy the 
Executive Conimiltec.

'I'he apparent ilelay in its 
appearance will he fully mnlersiood on cxaniinalion of the reporl, 
which is. in iiiir opinion, the most ehihorale, yt:l concise and coininc- 
hensive. ever piililished in this cotintry. The eoniniitlce de¬ 
serve Ihe wiirniesl Lhanks of the JJlinois A.ssoeialion and of tho sporls- 
mcn at largo, for the earcfnl anil eonlinneil labor they have bestowed 
upon tiicir report, and to Mr. L. i>. HoartI, wlni lia.* personally atten¬ 
ded to Its niinutust dettiil, from Ihe eoiinling of the targets to the 
rcudiug of the proof-sheets, the committee arc under many obligalious. 
The result of this Trial will be duly apiireciatcil and carefully studied hy 
sportsnicu aud ollicrs iiilc^’cstcd iu practical guuuery. 

From what wc have sceu of it wc arc iuclincd to the opinion that il is 
iu many respects fur sujierior, us a trial and a report, tt> any evor before 
presented to American sjiortsiiicu. It will be borne in mind that the jienc- 
tratioii pads used in Uiis trial were much henvier thiiu those of any other 
trials. The London Field Trial of 1800, at Bromplon Arms was at puds 
‘‘composed of forty Ihicknessess of imperial-hrown piiiier; 140 llis. to the 
ream," while the paper composing the pads used in this trial was 080 Ihs. 
to the ream, or 240 lbs. lieaoUr than that used in the Englisli trials—al¬ 
lowing, of course, tliat the size of tlic slieets was iu both eases tlie same. 

Iti other trials tlie guusliavc been fired from the shoulder, while in litis 
trial all were fired Irom an immovable fruiiic, thus giving to each an etptnl 
cliauee with llie others as regards recoil and [icnctratiou. 

Of course it is not claimed liy the conimitlce, nor liy lliu Association 
under whose direction tlio trial was conducted, that this contest is iu every 
respect u perfect oue, hut that il is suiierior Iu many respects to its prede¬ 
cessors, canuot, we lliiuk, bo successfully coutradicted. 

But the question involves too nittny issues for one iirlicle, and we present 
to our readers the Committee’s report iu such a clear and iutclligciit shti|H:

Till) Orayling is not a new lisli lo the angler of the North and We.-|. 
We have sportsmen who have eanghi llieiii tor the last twelve years, 
ill the All Sahle and other si ream> of Miehigan. 'I'he'I'ront and I he 
tirayling are both fonnd in the same river, and the Orayling is often 
thrown hack in disgust at its not heing a Trout. 

As for their gaineiiess, 1 ho.se who liave lakeii them for years say 
they do not eipial the Trout, as they light well only for a few niinnies 
and linally give u|i. completely snhdiied. while, as is well known, the 
Trout only siiecimibs when killed. 

1 am Ipiile surprised lo see Mr. Mather come onl in .so weak an argu¬ 
ment against Trout iiml in favor of the Orayling. His first slalemenl 
regarding the Orayling eomlemiis it, as heing an insect feeder. Does 
Mr. Mallicr expect one can gather insects and make it |>ro|||able to 
grown fish of that kind':' For art illcial propagation we want a fish 
that lives on animal mailer, so that we can grou a large amonni ol 
lish in a small aniomit of water —not a lish I Inil reipdres a large aiiioinil 
of water lo grow a few lish. ns milsl be the case w ith a llsliwliieh 
lives on insects only. Yon can keep and grow live liioes :is many lisli 
in the same amoniil of waler by feeding as can find iialoral food in 
the waler; and it Is eonsidered prolilalfie lo grou fish by breeding 
when you are loealed near a town and can secure cheap meal, siieli as 
liver and heart, which is an excelleni food for 'I'roiil. 

One engaged in growing lish. would noi jl he eoiild. kee|i his liil|e 
ILsIi with the large ones, for several re:isons: lirsl. because the large 
ones Would gel all ihe food: another reason is. ilial in feeding Hie. 
lai'ge ones, which reipiire Ihe most food. Ihe meal need md be ciil so 
fine for tliem lo eat, which is ipiile a saving of lime. A good farmer 
does not think he can keep ami feed his calves and sleers logelher. 
blit always has separate aparloienis for them—and il Is ver.v ninch Ihe 
same with lish. lish. in myo|diiioii, for Ihe piseieidtn'risl. is one we 
can feed and grow a large aiiioiml of with .'i small aiiiooiil of waler. 

As for Hie quality of Ihe Hrayliiig for food. I have conversed wilh 
many who have caiighl :ind eaten Hieiii. but have .\el to lind one who 
considers them in :iii.v respect eipeil in i|iialily lo the Trout, unless 
perhaps I except a few w ho are propagaliiig Ihem. I do not dispiile 
their claim lo beauty; bill, while we have not good spring waler 
cnougli to grow Trout lo supply the niarkel al reasonable rales, why 
slioiild we Ihink of propag:iling a lish of inferior ipialily which c:in 
consume only one-lil'lh Ihe food eaten hy the 'I'roiil. and :il Ihe same 
lime using up onr valnahle water'.:' 

If the (irayliiig would live in onr wiirmer wiiters. where 'I'roiil 
would not, then 1 would favor ils propagalion a.s I do any good qual¬ 
ity of lish. 

Mr. Mather may say. “ Whal w ill one do where he has bid one pond 
lo grow Trout iny" 11 is hot a small am.iniit of i roidde and expense 
to .set a wire screen rniiHing onl into his pond, and a- the Trout .seek 
the shallow water, they soon find where they can get away from the 
larger fish, and w ill keiqi I heir own aparlmenl. 

Jlr. M. says he is making a good thing out of hi< hobby. I Ihink hi; 
is loealed prolnibly in a good .section of New York in which lo ride a 
hobby, bill western men do not bile al every new Ihing till tbey know 
there is some virliiu in il.
